LING was cyghtacted in late August 1960 in Santa Maria, 
the Ax es, by Eloy OUT IERRRZ Manoyo, a Cuban Rational, and 
Rafal /probably Rafael AHERNANDEZ, e Cuban diplomat. In 1968 
and 1959, GUTIERREZ was reliably reported, other sources, 
to havea been a military supporter of Fidel TRO’s revolution 
and to be omployed by CASTR poasibly as a G-2 agent. In 
August 1959 he had infiltrated the ranks of certain anti-CASTRO 
cores raters and e ene: leaders ae to he: cupen .
